Java and China were thirty per cent. greater in 1924 than in the pre-war year 
of 1913; that Germany today manufactures more pig-iron than Great Britain; 


that in Brazil and Argentina, imports from Germany far exceed those from ! 
Great Britain; that in China, East Africa, South Africa and India, Germany's 
trade is advancing by leaps and bounds, while in the case of India especially 
Britain's trade is falling off.
